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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant properly elected Group I in election paper no. 7. In a discussion with Mr. 
Neimark noted that an examination of Group II was performed (see paper no. 8). The examiner 
would like to thank Mr. Neimark for noting the oversight. The supplemental action which 
follows will examine claims 1-31. As such, Groups I and II are hereby rejoined. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 29-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A) Claims 29 -31 lack active steps. It is unclear as to whether the claims are drawn 
to a product or method of making a product. 

B) Claim 28 is unclear because it cannot be determined to what process would be 
like polishing. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-25,27-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bauman 
et al (US5,830,767 Nov.3, 1998). 

Bauman teach a composite substrate with a plurality of porous regions arrayed on and 
comparted by non porous regions (see entire document esp. abstract, Fig. 2, Figure 15, col.2 
lines 34-42 & col. 12 lines 51-53). They derive the porous material from various substrates 
whose total surface is a porous solid (see col. 9-11). They process the surface by cold pressing , 
slip casting (see col. 1 1 lines 50-55). They teach that antibodies which have specific binding to 
epitopes (see col. 29 line 48). They teach porous glass (see col. 9 line55). They teach pore size 
of 5 to lOOmicrons (see col. 6 line 40). They teach the method of fabrication by immobilizing 
probe o 

n particulate carrier and arraying and immobilizing each of loaded carriers in separate 
compartments in base material (see fig. 6, col. 25 lien 55-65). They teach wells with widths of 
around 8 to 12 mm and depth of 4 to 6mm (see col. 27 line 35-45). 



4. Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wickstrom et al 
(US5,703,223 Dec. 20, 1997). 
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Wickstrom et al teach a method of producing an oligonculetoide on solid phase support 
such glass porous particle (see abstract & col. 15 line 45).
